HI. The Son of Prefer of Quality, 
(whoſe Name I am defired to conceal) 
eleven Years old, was inoculated in Lon- 
don at the beginning of April, 1728.

| ſeven hundred and twenty four, four- 
teen of which had been ſuſpected to 
have died of Inoculation; and the two 
laſt Vears we have three ſuſpected to 
have died out of an hundred and twenty 
one, that is in all ſeventeen out of eight 
hundred and forty five, or nearly one in 

Whether or no the firſt of theſe 
three can be fairly ſaid to have died of 
Inoculation, and how far the intermit- 
ting Diſorder of Enach Trumble, as well 
as that of his Mother, whom he conti- 
nued to ſuck during the Courſe of the 
Diſtemper, might have been inſtrumen- 
tal in occaſioning the Death of the Child, 
is ſubmitted to the judgment of every 
impartial Reader. If we deduct one, as 
I believe the Favourers of Inoculation 
will think it reaſonable we ſhould, in- 
aſmuch as even the greateſt Advocates 
of this Practice never pretended to re- 
commend it as a Security againſt other 
Diſtempers and Accidents, Hazard 
of Inoculation will be that of ſixteen 
out of eight hundred and forty five, or 
one in fifty two. If both be deducted, 
it will be that of eight hundred and 
forty five, of one in fifty ſix.

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Thus far, what I had to offer from 
the two' laſt Years Experience towards 
determining the ſecond of the two Queſ- 
tions propoſed, viz. Whether the Ha- 
raf of Inoculation be conſiderably leſs 
than that of the natural Small- Pox. To 
clear up this Matter ſtill farther, I have 
thought it would not be . to lay 
before my Readers at one View, which I 
| haye done in the following Table, the

And it is remarkable, that theſe three 
® vourable ones; but hundred and 
ceeighty nine out of twenty one thouſand 
and fifty three (that is one in thirty one 
of the total Number of Burials, or thirty 
- - three out of every thouſand) having died 
of che Small-Pox in the Year 1680, and 
but one in twenty one in 1709, or a 
thouſand and twenty four out of twenty 
one thouſand eight hundred, which gives 
forty ſeven for each thouſand, being ex- 
actly the ſame in proportion with 1724, 
when one thouſand two hundred and 
twenty ſeven died out of twenty five 
thouſand nine hundred and fifty two; 
that is again one in twenty one of the 
Number total, or forty ſeven out of each 
thouſand.
